Homecoming pinch-in 


My favorite campus philosopher succinctly capsulizes the 
mission of would-be activists with the admonition ‘Make the 
absurdities blatant.”” Though not stated in those terms, the 
campus women who initiated the “pinch-in” during last Friday’s 
Homecoming Queen activities, demonstrated the effectiveness of 
this simple manifesto. All the informational hand-outs in the 
world could not have more clearly established the absurdity of a 
ritual, ostensibly held for the purpose of honoring a woman, but 
in fact exploiting and oppressing her humanity and individuality, 
purely for the benefit of acned adolescent members of the 
frat-jock complex. 

Selected members of IFC and male escorts of the Queen 
contestants had their butts pinched, none too gently, by 
Liberation women, who felt it might be good “sensitivity 
training” for the men who perpetuate the meat parade in the 
name of “tradition.” The men involved reacted with nervous, 
self-conscious laughter and angry, intense jokes, the joviality of a 
beer parlor somehow absent.

as they started a 65 yard drive 
late in the first quarter and 
finally scoring with 11:44 left in 
the second quarter. Quarterback 
Larry Rodericks utilized the 
running and pass receiving 
efforts of backs Bob Davis and 
Rich Combs to sustain the SSC 
drive. Combs grinded out 36 
yards and Davis, in his first start 
of the season, piled up 20 and 
also scored the TD on a one yard 
plunge. Mike Ryan was assigned 
the kicking chores in place of 
injured place kicker Anotole 
Halewski, but had _ trouble 
hitting his mark as the extra 
point try was no good. 

Hayward evened the score at 
6-6 later in the second quarter 
on a 53 yard Jacinto to Miller 
pass play. The Pioneers then 
tried for the two _ point 
conversion and failed leaving the 
score tied at 6-6. 

The Hornets struck hard in 
the next two plays as end Bob 
Martinez brought the 
homecoming crowd to its feet 
snaring a well thrown Rodericks 
pass for a 68 yard pass and run 
touchdown for a 12-6 
Sacramento lead. The pat again 
was no good. 

Two minutes later Rodericks 
again found Martinez, this time 
for 34 yards and another SSC 
touchdown. With Hornet fans 
going wild and smelling upset 
fever, Ryan split the uprights for 
a good extra point and the 
Hornets took a 19-6 halftime 
lead. 

Things started looking bad for 
the Hornets in the second half as 
Hayward scored twice in three 
minutes to take a 20-19 lead. 
Both scores came on Hornet 
mistakes as the first Hayward 


score was set up when Tom 
Jones fumbled the opening 
kick-off paving the way for a 
two play Cal State TD. Hayward 
halfback Bert Castelanelli ran for 
9 and 13 yards with the latter 
run scoring the touchdown. The 
point after try was good for a 
19-13 SSC advantage. 

On the first play after SSCs’ 
Combs fumbled on the Sac 23 
setting up the second Hayward 
drive which took eight plays and 
gave Hayward a 20-19 lead. 

With things looking bad 
enough for the Hornets the 
Pioneers scored again in the 
third quarter, this time with 
Jacinto finding “Funky” Wes 
Jackson for a 51 yard 
touchdown play. The score at 
the end of the quarter, SSC-19, 
CSH-27. 

Rich Minnick brought Hornet 
fans back to life as he 
intercepted a Jacinto pass in the 
late stages of the last quarter 
setting up a 10 play Hornet drive 
for their final touchdown. On 
the first play of the drive the 
Hornets lost quarterback Larry 
Rodericks for the season as he 
suffered a shoulder separation 
on a4 running piay. Junior Pete 
Scorza replaced Rodericks and 
piloted the Hornets to the 
touchdown with Combs scoring 
on a one yard plunge. Scorza 
then displayed cool-headedness 
as he scrambled in the backfield 
on the two-point conversion try 
and finally hit Combs to tie the 
score at 27 all. 

With Cal State desperately 
trying to score in the final three 
minutes the Hornets struck again 
with Mike Herrick intercepting a 
Jacinto pass.
